CHAPTER X. 

Lothar II A.D. 1126-1137 

When Helnrleh V. died, without 
children, the Franconian line of Em- 
perors came to an end, and ten great 
nobles from the tour chief dukedoms 
met at Mainz to choose a new king. 
Helnrleh bad left all bis own lands to 
ills sister's eons, Konrad and Frled- 
l-ich of Hobetistaufen, and one of 
these hoped to be elected; but the 
Gerninns feared that they would bring 
them as many troubles as had risen 
under the last Frnnconians, and there- 
fore chose In their stead Lothar, Duke 
of Saxony. 

He thought he could never do 
enough to avoid the evils that Helnrleh 
IV. had brought on the country, and 
so he asked Pope Innocent II, to rat- 
ify his election, and gave up the agree- 
ment at Wurms, with all rights to 
homage from bishops. This displeased 
the Hohenstaufen, and all who held 
Tor the power of the kings, and there 
woe again great war. The chief sup- 
porter of the king wps Helnrleh the 
Proud Duke of Bavaria, who married 
his daughter, Matilda, and was made 
Duke of Saxony. Heinrich's family 
was descended from a forefnthcr nam- 
ed Well, or Wolf, a Christian name 
often used, but of which a very odd 
Mnrv in told. It is s»M that the 
Countess or Altdorf laughed at a poor 
woman who had three children born 
at the same time, and that, as a pun- 
ishment, she gave' birth to twelve sons 
in one day. She was so much ahocked 
that Bhc sent nil of them but one to be 
drowned in the lake, but on the way 
the maid, who was carrying them In 
her apron, met the count. He asked 
wbat she had there. "Whelps," Bhe 
said; but he pulled aside her apron, 
and. seeing his eleven little sons, had 
I hem safely bronght np, and they 
were known by the name of Welfen. 
On- of the Welfs married Into the 
Italian honse Of Bste, and both In 
ItaU' and Germany the party of the 
Pope came to he known as Welts, or 
Guelfs: while the party of the Kaiser 
were -ermed Waiblinger, from the 
castle or Walbllng belonging to the 
Holier, laufen. The Italians made 
this v - ird into Ghlbellini; and for 
many ears there were fierce quarrels 
betwetn the Guelfs and Ghlbelllnes, 
the flr t upholding the power of the 
Chnrc! . the second that of the State. 
The=> Kings of Germany were much 
less powerful than the great Emperors 
of the houses of Saxony and Franconla 
had he n; and now that all nets had 
been n. ide hereditary, the great dukes 
and me rgraves were more Independent 
of ther . while the counts and barons 
were 1 kewlee more independent of 
their dikes. Every one was building 
ntiKi.les and fortlfylnK cities, whence 
the nobles made war on each other, 
and robbed those who passed on the 
roads. There Is a story of a bishop 
who gave a knight the charge of his 
castle and when he was asked how 
1 hose 'within were to live, pointed 
down the four roads that met there, 
to Indicate that the travelers were to 
be robbed for the supplies '. The 
larger cities governed themselves by 
councils, and called thiiasclvcs free 
Imperial clHes, and these were the 
most prosperous and peaceful places 
both In Germany and Italy, for even 
bishops and abbots did not always so 
keep out of the fray as to make them- 
selves respeetcd. The mlnne-singers, 
love-singers, or minstrels, could, how- 
ever, go tihnut from town to town and 
cnstle to castle singing ttalr ballads, 
and always safe and wcleome. 

The great Countess Matilda had left 
all her dominions t.n the Pope, and 
Lothar acknowledged this right of In- 
nocent II., and crossed the Alps in 
order to be crowned Kaiser. There 
was an Antipopc set up by the Ghibel- 
llres who held tha Church of St. 
Peter nnd the Castle of St. Angelo, 
and as Lothar could not drive them 
out, tho coronation had to he In the 
Church of St. John Laleran. He 
came a second time to Italy to put 
down a great disturbance In Lom- 
bardy, taking with him Konrad of 



Hohenstaufen, to when he had re- 
stored Sue dukedom of Franconln, and 
had mnde standard-bearer to the Im- 
perial army. Konrad was a good and 
noble man, hrave, courteous, and de- 
vout, and respectful to the clergy, 
especially to the Pope, which was the 
more remarked, as he was head or the 
Ghihelllne party. The head of the 
Guelfs. Helnrleh the Proud, wns as 
much hated, as Konrad was loved, for 
his Insolence to everyone, from the 
Pope downward, and for bis savage 
cruelties to the prisoners who fell Into 
his bands; but his father-in-law, the 
Emperor, favored him, and gave him 
the Maroulsate of Tuscany. 

On the way home. Lothar II. -was 
taken ill, and died in a peasant's hut 
in the Tyrol, In 1137.

Your servant's serv- 
ant. — The Editor."

„. FINNEY was horn In 
ft Warren. Litchfield County, 

\i, Connecticut. August 29th, 

1792. 

He devoted himself to 
the study of law, In which 
profession he was for sonn> 
time engaged. This em- 
plovment led him to read his Bible, 
heeause he found It quoted In the law 
books. He noticed, however, that the 
professing Christians around him 
were constantly asking God to pour 
out His spirit, and give them a re- 
vival: and yet. according to their own 
confessions, they failed to receive 
any answer. This was a great 
stumbling block to bim, and nearly 
drove him -to scepticism. On further 
examination of the Bible, he discov- 
ered that the cause of their failure 
was their negleet to meet the condi- 
tions on which Ood promises to 
answer prayer. 

After a great deal of searching the 
Scriptures, and debating In his mind, 
he was led to an unconditional sur- 
render of himself to God. His conver- 
sion was remarkably clear and deiln- 
ite. His Joy was deep. He thus de- 
scribes Mb feelings at the time: 

"My heart seemed to he liquid 
within me. All my feelings seemed to 
rise and flow out, and the utterance of 
my heart was, 'I want to pour my 
whole soul out to God.' The rising of 
my soul was so great that 1 rnshed 
Into the b&ck room of my office «.o 
piav. There was no fire and no llgat 
in the room; nevertheless It appeared 
to me as If It was perfectly light. As 
I went In and s'nnt the door after me. 
It seemed as if 

I Met the Lord Jesus Christ 

face to face. It did not occur to mo 
then, nor did It for some time after- 
ward, that It was wholly a mental 
state. On the contrary, it seemed to 
me that I saw Him as 1 could see any- 
other man. He said nothing, but liol:- 
td at me in such a manner as to 
break me right down at Hla feet. I 
kave always regarded this as a moBt 
remarkable state of mind: for it seem- 
ed to me a reality that He stood be- 
fore me, and 1 fell down F.t His feet 
and poured out my soul to Him. I 
wept aloud like a child, and made 
such confessions as I cotli with chok- 
ed utterance. It seemed to me thai 
1 bathed His feet with my tears; and 
i-ct 1 had no distinct Impression that 
1 touched Him, that 1 recollect. As 
f-oon as I became calm enough to 
break off from the interview, 1 re- 
turned to the front office, ind found 
the fire 1 had made of l^rge wood 
nearly burned out. Bnt as 1 was 
about to take a seat by the fire, I rc- 
erlved a mighty baptism ol the Holy 
Ghost. Without any expectation of it. 
vtrhout having the thought in my 
mind that there was any such thing 
for me, without any recollection that 
I have heard the things mentioned by 
auy person In the world, the Holy 
fihoat descended upon me In a man- 
iter that seemed to go through me, 
body and soul. I could feel impres- 
sions, like a wave of electricity, going 
through and through me. Indeed, it 
r.o.emed to come In waves and waves 
of liquid love. Tor 1 could not express 
it In any other way, It seemed like 
I he very breath of God. 1 can recol- 
lect distinctly that it seemed to fan 
me like Immense wings. I wept 
aloud with joy and love, and I doubt 
not but I shouM say I literally bel- 
lowed out the unutterable gushlngs of 
riiv heart. These waves came over 
ine one after another, until I reeol- 
lect I crip* nut. '.' shall die if theBe 
waves continue to pass over me. Lord. 
I cannot bear any more'; yet 1 had no 
fear of death." 

Being assured that God wanted Him 
to preach, he gave up the study of 
law. and at once commenced hlB work 
as nn 

Ambassador of the Cross. 
Prom the first his labors were omln- 
pitly successful. He travailed in 
Hi-th for souls. On theEC occasions 
ho woti^d not give up praying until 
Ood had assured him that his prayer 
would be answered.

He was licensed hy the Presby- 
terians to preach, and after having 
held some successful revive 1 meetings 
he was ordained to the ministry. 

Hla autobiography is full of the 
~ost thrilling Incidents lu connec- 
tion with his labors. His revivals 
were powerful. Men of strong wills 
and edueated minds — physlelans, 
lawyers, and Judges — were convleted 
under his preaching, and fell like 
dead men to the floor. During twenty 
days which he spent In Home, N.Y.. 
there were five hundred conversions. 



day the Lord applied with power to 
my heart the following wordB, ad- 
dressed by the Lord Jesus to ; j aill 
(ActB xvltl. 9, 10):— 'Be not afraid, 
but speak and hold not thy peaca; 
tor I am with thee, and no man ehnil 
set on thee to hurt thee; for" I have 
much people in this city/ This cj-u- 
pletely subdued my fears ; but my 
heart was loaded with agony for cue 
people. On Sunday morning I aru^e 
early, and retired to a grove not far 
from the village, to pour out my heart 
before God for a blessing on the 
labors of the day.

As soon as I had ceased; to 
sing, 1 cast myself down upon iny 
knees, almost In a state of despera- 
tion. The Lord opened the wlnddwB 
of Heaven upon me, and gave ine 
great enlargement and nowgr.-'la 
prayer. Up \o this moment 1 turt no 
Idea what text I shou.d use on tils 
occasion. As I rose from my knees 
the Lord gave me this: — 

'Up, Get You Out of This Plate, 

for the Lord will destroy this elty.' 
I told the people as nearly as 1 could 
recollect, where they would find It, 
and went on to tell them of the de- 
struction of Sodom.

However, I will venture a few coun- 
sels, and will try and make them — as 
we sometimes say with respect to our 
talking — short and to the point. 

COUNSELS. 

My first piece of advice to the 
tradesman, whosoever you may be, or 
whatever business you may have 
started, or be contemplating starting, 
is:— 

1. De not have anything to do with 
any form of trade on which you can- 
net ask, and expect to receive, the 
blessing of Almighty God. That will 
shut you out of any kind of business 
that Is based upon Injustice or false- 
hood, or which can only prosper by 
trespassing npon the interests 
of your fellow-man. God is 
just ; God Is truth ; God is 
benevolent, and you cannot expect 
Him to give His approval or bestow 
His hlesslng on a trade or profession 
that is unjust In its character, which 
vlo5ates the principle of truth In its 
maintenance, or which can only suc- 
ceed by inflicting Injury on those 
whom He loves. You might as well 
expect Him to bless and prosper Hie 
work of the devil as to do anything 
of the kind. 

A TEST QUESTION. 

When, therefore, you are consider- 
ing; a trade for yourself or for your 
children, ask yourself the question. 
"Can I stand In this Bhop. or go ahout 
these fields, or manage this factory, 
or do my huytng and selling, ns truly 
in the spirit of prayer and faith as I 
take my place in the open-air, or stand 
up to give my testlnriiy in the bar- 
racks ? if not, 1 will ; ave nothing to 
do with It." 

I know that such a resolution, or 
the carrying out of si-ih advice, will 
shut you out of ma iy trades and 
professions, as they b: o conducted in 
the present day. In <onvcrsatlon on 
the character of the different commer- 
cial and huslnesB metlwds now preval- 
ent, a gentleman saiii to me a iittle 
time back, "I have h.xi great exper- 
ience in different countries In the 
way of business, aud exceptional op- 
portunities for judgln the character 
of the methods that pr vail with those 
engaged In its direction, and 1 have 
come to the conclusion that there is 
no trade or profession that is not de- 
pendent for its existence and prosper- 
Ity, more, or less, on fraud and false- 
hood." That was a sweeping charge. 
hut he was a thoughtful, and, 1 should 
.think, a very trustworthy authority. 
NO DIVORCE OF RELIGION FROM 
BUSINESS. 

Still, I think this geatleroan's opin- 
ion was a great exaggeration. There 
must be a large number—may we 
hope the majorily ?— ol miuliiessrs 
whose directors, while net claiming to 
be actuated by religious principlos. 
would scoru anything ""* Wrm in- 
justice or positive misrepresentation. 
Unt, then, there are many businesses 
which, If not like the makers and 
tellers of Intoxicants, whose fortunes 
are acquired In exchange for the 
bodieB and souls of men. yet only live 
end thrive by ministering to the i weak- 
nesses, vines, and villainies of men 
What Salvationist would like to earn 
a livelihood in such a fashion 7 •'<■- 
solve, therefor, I say, that your mir- 
iness shall he a part of your Snlvalion- 
lem, and that you will have lio trad- 
ing concerns, however promising of 
maney, or anything else they may lie 
that will prevent you being as relig- 
ious on Monduy ns on Sunday, or as 
prayerful and believing In trade as 
you are In your barracks. 



2. Be Just— that Is, truthful, honest, 
and honorable In all your business 
transactions. Be truthful ; as good 
as your word. If people find that they 
can rely upon your word about the 
things you sell, or the work you do ; 
If they find that you are upright, and 
do not cheat and deceive them; that 
you are honorable, and do not take 
advantage of their ignorance, they 
will be pleased to have dealings with 
you, and will reeommend their neigh- 
bors and friends to do the same. Hon- 
esty, in both word and deed, has us- 
ually been found to be the heat policy 
in the long run; and If It does not 
pay as far as this world goes, your 
heavenly Father will see that it does 
In the next. 

THE BLESSING OF DOING RIGHT. 

Wbat I have said in a previous 
paper abont doing good work, I re- 
eommend to the consideration of all 
who may be either engaged In bus- 
iness or contemplate entering into it. 



The advice then given simply eomes 
to this : "Do the right thing in your 
trade transactions, whether it be pro- 
fitable or otherwise, and always do it." 
Do right if the heavens fall; do flight, 
and prosper. Refuse to do It, and 
perish, though all the Inhabitants of 
earth and hell unitedly swear to the 
contrary. 

If people ask you if your prints will 
keep th*lr colors in washing, and you 
know they will not, tell them so. If 
they are huying eatables, or med- 
icines, thinking they are pure, when 
you know they are not, tell them that 
the arLlcles are adulterated. If you 
are selling a horse that has a blemish, 
point It out to your customer; whe- 
ther he buys the animal or not is not 
your responsibility, but you are re- 
sponsible for doing right, and therehy 
keeping clear of.sln, and John tells ns 
that " all unrtghteouaness Is sin." 
What Is the consequence of selling 
or not selling your horse In compar- 
ison with going to hed with that sin 
upon your conscience, or waking up 
in the middle of the night to find the 
bony fingers of death gathering up 
your heart-strings. In order thnt he 
may carry you away to the Great 
White Throne to answer for that de- 
ception ?

of looking upward, and of seeing the 
hrlght side of things. The hustling 
village in which the Commissioner 
was brought up, went to school, and 
became a Salvationist, has the honor 
of being the only town— that's Irish— 
which has thus far pro 1 need two Sul- 
vatlon Army Commissioners. 
Boyhood Days. 
A jolly, rollicking boy, full of fun 
aud high spirits, fond of cricket and 
athletic gnmes, yet he was equal to 
playing truant occasionally. The love 
of books dUd not save him from this 
hoylsh complBint, nor did It prevent 
him from being twice nearly drowned. 
His mother's nmhitlon for him was 
that he should be a preacher, but his 
father preferred that he should go 
to business. So to business he wcut, 
entering tbe offices of a iarge linen 
works. 

The Army was, of course, then un- 
known, and his parents could not 
guess that they were both to have 
their way with their son. It would 
hardly be fair to repeat here what 
prankB young McAlonan indulged In 
with other youths, while supposedly 
under Mr. (now Commissioner) Carle- 
ton's eyes. He had a happy knack 
of dropping out of a scrape at the' 
critical moment, and had sufficient 
foresight to know that youths ;Vj- 
erally finished up their fun by helng 
brought to the carpet. He was cute 
enough to know when It was time to 
retreat. 

He Becomes a Salvationist. 
In otber circumstances he would 
probably hav« settled down to the 
work of n counting-house. 

.lust when he was making some pro- 
gress, however, the Army — tbat 
rtrnnge Army, whileh was to take him 
away from his native town, and 
change the whole course of his life — 
came along. Who.t there was in it 
Hint especially appealed to him he 
would find difficulty In stating; yet it 
did appeal, and, convicted of sin, he 
saw, even before lie went to the 
penitent form, that it was the thing 
for him; Indeed, he even settled the 
niK'stlon of offlcershlp, for, as he says, 
"1 saw thnt I was to be an officer." 

Apt ns the Commissioner is at read- 
ing other people, would you betleve it, 



he finds the greatest difficulty in ex- 
pressing the mental exercises of his 
own mind at this time, and in analyz- 
ing his thoughts and feelings. Of one 
thing, however, he was persuaded — 
he was called to the work. 

I had an Idea that he was always 
ambitious, but he denies the im- 
peachment. Desire for knowledge he 
eertainly had, and also desire to excel; 
hut It was not until he was converted, 
and got, ns he puts It, "a new head, 
as well as a new heart," that his am- 
bitions were really 3tlrred. Religion 
took him seriously. He felt the sober- 
ness, the seriousness of the whole 
thing come upon him, and he was 
changed — It seemed In a day — from 
youth to manhood. The responsibility 
of man's estate came upon Mm sud- 
denly and almost in a moment. No 
sooner did he know that he was saved 
than he placed himself alongside the 
biggest and the oldest soldier In the 
corps. It was, In fact, more as a 
leader than anything else .that he took 
his stand as a Salvationist. Had you, 
at that time, been walking up the 
Imperfectly-lighted streets of Ligoniel 
— for so the village is named — you 
would bave seen a gronp of Salvation- 
ists under a lamp-poet, and you would 
have heard a vigorous, youthful voice 
giving out in well-rounded sentences 
the words of a song, without the aid 
of a hook, A good memory Is hettcr 
than riches to a Salvationist, and he- 
causc of .this possession our young 
friend was In great request. It fol- 
lowed naturally that, In a short while, 
he came up to London and entered 
tbe Training HomeB at Clapton. 

In the Training Home. 

When the Commissioner had car- 
ried me thus far through his story, I 
wondered whether he had ever had 
any temptations, any struggles ; 
whether he ever fought with lions, 
with himself, or, for the matter ol 
that, with anybody else. I was soon 
enlightened. When a Cadet Commis- 
sioner McAlonan drew the line at 
greasy soup plates; War Cry selling 
he knew, and scrubbing he had heard 
tell of, but washing greasy dishes, ah! 
that was the rub; or, perhaps, we 
should say ilt wasn't the rub. The 
memory of it seemed vivid. I shonld 
jndge It was about the severest tempt- 
ation he had ever had to face, be- 
cause It brought him perilously near 
defeat and retreat. How did he come 
through ? He said to himself, "I 
have made tip my mind to be an offi- 
cer, and an officer 1 will he," It was 
after he came to himself, and repeated 
his nesclutilon, that the "rub" eame 
lu. The dishes were washed. 

HIb Training Home dayn were not 
so much days of filling, ad day» of 
emptying. It was qnlte a new thing 
to have to subordinate oneself to the 
good of others, and it was sometimes

hard and trying. Then Cadet Mc- 
Alonan had his own Ideas of oHlcer- 
ship, and had a lofty ideal, hard of 
attainment. He considered that if he 
became a Lieutenant at such a corps 
as Bristol Circus, he would be bur- 
dened with greatness. Judge, then, 
the surprise when one day the Chief 
took hiui aside, and said, "McAlonan, 
I a.m going to send you to assist 
Major Taylor at the Manchester Divis- 
ional Headquarters." The shock and 
the responsibility took his breath 
away, and left him speechless. 
His Early Appointments. 
Commissioner McAlonan's first ap- 
pointment, therefore, was ns A.D.C. 
to Major (now Colonel) Taylor, nmi 
he followed the late Colonel Marker. 
The young A.D.C.'s first hattles will 
recall many H trlkilu s incidents to old- 
time Salvationists who may rend this 
sketch. The Salvation Army had jus! 
commenced to AIL the world with its 
name and songs. Everybody was anx- 
ious to see "It," or to see some of its 
soldiers. At a meeting in Bolton, for 
Instance, thousands of people filled 
the streets, and fifteen inoffensive Sal- 
vationists were guarded by three doz- 
en policemen. There were 100 
penitents In the Sunday morning 
meeting, and thirty at night. At 
Warrington, agalr., th*. Mayor, afraid 
of a riot, had the hills announcing 
the Army's advent pasted over with 
newspapers, leaving only the top and 
bottom lines. As these read : — 
"STORMING OF WARRINGTON," 
"MOUNTED GUNS IN THI5 FAIR," 

the remedy was worse than the dis- 
ease. 

After Manchester he was made a 
Divisional Officer, and later, for seven 
years, stood by the stuff at Clerk eu- 
well, serving under his old chief. 
Commissioner Carleton. Of these ap- 
pointments we ennnct here speak. 
How He was Made. 

I do not know who will tnke 1o 
themselves credit for having "made" 
Commissioner McAlonan. Usually. 
when a man is successful, there are 
plenty of people who are ready to 
claim some share of his making. 
When it is the other way— well, they 
are not quite so prompt to assume 
responsibility. The CcmmlSKioner 
has, I should say, been largely in- 
strumental In making himself. He has 
a deep love for God and for Divine 
things, and be is never so much at 
home as when proclaiming the un- 
searchable riches of Christ and His 
salvation, or when listening to the 
soul-troubles of those who are In dllll- 
eulty or distress. He Is easily ap- 
proached, sympathetic, and brotherly. 
Having putt his hand to the plough, 
he has not looked hack, and he will 
tell you that In all his Army service, 
he has endeavored to observe the 
apostle's command to think no evil, 
hut to put the best possible construc- 
tion upon the actions and Intentions 
of others. Is It any wonder, therefore, 
that he Is honored with the confidence 
of his leaders and the affection of his 
comrades, especially of those who 
have the pleasure of an Intimate ac- 
quaintance with him ? 

His New Appointment. 
Of his appointment to Sweden the 
Commissioner speaks in the most en- 
thnslastlc terms. His heart has al- 
ready gone out to Ills Swedish com- 
rades, who will find him not only a 
Kommendor, hut n comrade as well. 
By his kindly disposition, he will, we 
are sure, quickly win tils way Into 
their affections, and under his direc- 
tion our Swedish forces will march on 
faster than ever.

Several fatalities among British 
troops have been reported by Lord 
Kitchener during the ,jast week. 

Dr.' Krausse, former Governor of 
Johannesburg, and a prominent offi- 
cial ot the late Transvaal Govern- 
ment, was arreBted in London last 
night, on a charge of high treason. 
It was Dr. Krausse who handed to 
Lord Roberts the keys of Johannes- 
burg on the occasion of the surrender. 

The Turkish Controversy.

CHAPTER IV. 

Germs and Foul Odors Noxious 

kubus mid dlseaae-germs are usunlly 
associated together — a fortunate fact, 
as enables us to detect the danger- 
ous character of an infected atmos- 
phere without the trouble of a chem- 
ical analysis. It la possible for the 
air lo be swarming with disease-germs 
without au offensive odor being pres- 
ent; but It seldom happens that we 
have an odor of putrescenee without 
(lie presence of noxious germs. It 
is perfectly safe to say that a foul- 
snielnug air is a dangerous air. If 
our eyeB were microscopic, we should 
daily, hourly, behold sights that would 
appa'l the sLoutest heart. 

Sources of Germs. — Perhaps we 
may. with profit, consider for a mo- 
meutsomeof the most common sources 
of these deadly enemies to human life. 
Wc need not seek long for an Illus- 
tration of the source from which these 
unseen foes sally forth to prey upon 
our dearest fiiendB, or upon ourselves. 
Let us picture an average human 
habitation. We have a fine, commod- 
ious dwelling, ample room, plenty of 
comfort of every sort, every conven- 
ience that money can procure or In- 
genuity devise, it would seem that 
the occupants ought to be hale and 
hearty : but they are not. Every now 
and then death makes a visit to the 
household, carrying off its brightest 
members, ruthlessly s'aymg fathor, 
mother, brother, sister, whether In 
the prime of life or ln feeble infancy. 
Why this sacrifice, thla ruthless 
slaughter ? Who arc the Invisible 
monsters invading thla happy circle ? 
In olden limcB it would have been 
said, "An evil spirit hath done this;" 
but the days of witchcraft and super- 
stition have gone by, and we must look 
for Bome more rational solution of 
the mystery. 

A Cellar Investlflated.— Let us look 
around. We will begin our Investiga- 
tion iat the loweBt portion of the 
house, and proceed to examine the 
cellar. The Bensc of smell at once 
Informs us that a. quantity of decaying 
vegetables has accumulated there, hav- 
ing been undisturbed, perhaps, for 
months, and are pouring forth Into 
the air deadly emanations, the effect 
of which has already been described. 
Through the open eellar door, through 
the crackB In the floor, through the 
porous partitions, and through a thou- 
sand channels, thiB stagnant, poison- . 
laden air flnda Its way Into the living 
apartments of the household, and Into 
the lungB of the occupants. Every 
nook and corner of the dwelling is 
haunted by that pestilential, dlBease- 
produclng odor. 

A Peep Into a Kitchen.— We aseend 
to the kitchen. Here we find an ac- 
cumulation of what everybody recog- 
nizes as kitchen smells. In one corner 
stands the antiquated wood-box, the 
mute receptacle of a hundred things 
besides lta datly supply of fuel. If 
the wltneBSea were not mute, we might 
liBteh to a aurprlslng tale p£ insanit- 
ary tranagressionB connected with 
tbat homely piece- of furniture. Let 
us turn out upon the 'floor the con- 
tenta, and scrutinize them. Shade of 
Hygeia. what a Bmell ! The nose 
makea a proteBt with a aneeie. Sup- 
preBB your emotions, and proeeed to 



examine. Rotten bark, decomposing 
apple-cores, odds and ends of almost 
every imaginable eatable, the rem- 
nants of the cozy nest In which sev- 
eral generations of mice have been 
reared, a moldy , putrescent conglom- 
eration ol everything perishable that 
enters a household, teeming with filth, 
redolent with putrefaction, and crawl- 
ing "with vermin — such are the con- 
tents of the average kltehen wood- 
box. Not a few such have we seen, 
and a still larger number, out of sight 
but conveniently near, we have 
smelled. 

In another corner is the inevitable 
"cink," made of wood, and saturated 
with decomposing dishwater. Hiding 
In its secret corners are aneient rags 
In an advanced Btate of decay; and 
the drainpipe connected with its bot- 
tom, affords an open ehannel for the 
Ingress of pestilential odors from the 
cesspool Jnst outside the door. 

The plastered walls, saturated with 
the accumulations of a quarter of a 
century, pour forth an odoriferous 
stream of gaseous filth, which is un- 
observed only because overpowered by 
the other sources of contamination. 

A Pantry Full of Germs.— We must 
not omit to take a peep Into the pantry 
close at hand, before proceeding else- 
where with our Investigations. I won- 
der if the goddesa of health ever looked 
Into a modern pantry ? If she did, it 
is a marvel that she did not send her 
emblematic serpent on a commission 
of punishment among the cooks, for 
such flagrant Infractions of her laws. 
Our olfactories are tho only guide 
necessary to enable us to discover 
the whereabouts of the precious cor- 
ner where are horded the provisions 
tor daily consumption by the family. 
An odor of sourness, which betrays 
unmistakably the presence of decom- 
posing milk, leads ua to the door-way 
of the pantry, and we enter to make 
a closer Inspection. With the excep- 
tion of a. few pans of milk whlcb baa 
lost its useful properties, and acquired 
some which are not useful, all looks 
neat and orderly; a musty odor, not 
perceptible, perhaps to those who have 
become accustomed to It, but apparent 
and significant to the sensitive ol- 
factories of a Banltanlan, attracts our 
attention to sundry drawers "and cor- 
ners, which otherwise might have es- 
caped notice. We will not pain the 
sensibilities of our hearerB with all 
the possible revelations from an in- 
vestigation of the hidden recesBes of 
the ordinary pantry. Fragments of 
moldy tiread, stale food of various 
kinds, perhapB a ehurn, with its Bour- 
Ing, fermenting contents awaiting the 
weekly churning-day, are but a few 
of the Items which would be Included 
In a complete Inventory. It Is a mag- 
nificent place for germs of every des- 
cription to hold high carnival. And 
they do. Every housewife knows that 
a pan of fresh milk placed in a cloBe 
room or pantry alongside a pan of 
sour milk, sours much sooner than If 
set In a perfectly fresh and wholesome 
plaee. 

A Slttlng-Room Inspected,— Let us 
take a look Into the sitting-room, the 
chief livtng : room af the house. Here, 
agaJn, ,we are pretty, sure to find a 
wood-box, nicely painted or papered 
outa.de, but no lesa uninviting Inside 
than lta humble brother in the kitchen. 
We find no kitchen sink with its un- 
savory odors, but that source of con-

Each sweep of the hroom raises a 
cloud of germs and spores, and de- 
composing and decomposable frag- 
ments garnered from the kitchen, the 
yard, the street, the gutter— a thou- 
sand aourceB— until the air becomes 
almost as opaque as the densest fog. 
Every living occupant of the room 
prudently retires, even to the house- 
hold cat. except the Bweeper, who 
plies her broom with IndUBtrloua ac- 
tivity, with head and nose enveloped 
In the folds of a handkerchief, which 
acts as a protector and a strainer. 
When the commotion is ended, the 
dusty filth settles on the top of book- 
cases, cupboards, and other articles 
of furniture, among tbe folda of lace 
eurtains, upon the ceiling and walls of 
the room, and wherever It can find 
lodgment. Pretty soon the housekeep- 
er comcB back, and with a duster, stirs 
up anew the dust whleh has settled 
upon tables, chairs, window-sills pic- 
ture-frames, and other articles within 
easy reach, driving It up to higher
